The search for a suspect in the killing of 
Baltimore Police Detective Sean Suiter continued 
Friday, with the reward increasing to nearly 
$190,000 and investigators struggling to determine 
the circumstances surrounding the shooting. 

Tactical operations were expected to continue 
through the weekend in the area of West Baltimore 
where the officer was shot about 4:30 pm. 
Wednesday, police said. Police said they were 
pursuing leads but have not determined the identity 
of the suspect. They were still working to clarify 
even the sequence of events that led to Suiter’s 
shooting. 

Police Commissioner Kevin Davis confirmed that 
“more than one” shot was fired from Suiter’s service 
weapon, which was recovered from the scene.

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Police panel finds him 
‘not guilty’ on all 
administrative charges

When the verdict of “not guilty” came, 
Baltimore Police Lt. Brian Rice shook hands 
with his attorney, hugged his parents and 
drove a mile to police headquarters to get 
his job back. 

The lieutenant was re- 
instated Friday, shortly 
after his acquittal on ad- 
ministrative charges that 
he had neglected police 
procedures during the ar- 
rest of Freddie Gray. The 
verdict absolves Rice 
once and for all. 

“He simply wants to go 
home, hug his kids, kiss Brian Rice 
his wife, have a good 
holiday and really, honestly, try to get on 
with his life,” said his attorney, Michael 
Davey. 

The ruling by a three-member panel of 
police officers comes more than two years 
after Gray was severely injured in the back 
of a police van. Rice supervised Gray’s 
arrest and was cleared last year of criminal 
charges including manslaughter. 

Rice, 44, showed no emotion as the 
chairman of the panel read the verdicts. 

“Not guilty ... not guilty ... not guilty,’ 
repeated Maj. Melvin Powell of the Prince 
George’s County Police Department. 

Rice left immediately, without speaking 
publicly, from the University of Baltimore 
hall that served as his courtroom for four 
days. He plans to take one week off, then 
return to work, Davey said.

Tenable, the fast-growing cybersecurity 
company based in a Columbia office park, 
plans to relocate its headquarters to an 
urban-style campus in downtown Colum- 
bia and add hundreds of employees in the 
next few years. 

The expansion, expected in 2019, will 
bolster the Baltimore-Washington re- 
gion’s reputation as a cyber hub supported 


needs, university research and training, 
and a skilled workforce. 

Tenable said it will hire hundreds of 
people over the next few years, making it a 
significant presence in Howard County 
and a key contributor to the state’s 
estimated 42,000-plus person cyber 
workforce. Most of the cybersecurity 
firms are located along the Interstate 95 
corridor in Howard, Anne Arundel, Balti- 
more, Harford and Montgomery counties 
and Baltimore City, state Department of 
Commerce officials report. 

Tenable officials said they considered 
other locations but settled on remaining in
